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Arabia. It will be interesting and 
important to see if Nasserism is 
able to shake it—or if benevolent 
rule stands up. 


Kuwait has had a_ historical 
identity as an independent state 
for about 200 years, which makes 
it older than the United States. 
It is not quite accurate, how- 
ever, to speak of it as a state. 
It is a sheikdom with not much 
more than 5,000 square miles of 
territory and a population of 
about 200,000. 


It has had a long history and 
has survived because the dynasty 
which runs it has produced a long 
line of smart rulers. They knew 
how to win friends and influence 
people. 

In 1899 the Turks made a move 
to occupy the territory and the 
sheik appealed to Great Britain. 
The Turks backed down and later 
signed an agreement guarantee- 
ing independence for the small 
piece of desert, with the British 
as advisers and protectors. The 
agreement has persisted to this 
day. 


Twelve Years 


Kuwait is said to be the only 
piece of land in the world which 
floats on oil. It is not quite true, 
but almost so. It is just 12 years 
since the first oil was exported 
from it. It is estimated to have 
one-fifth of all the world’s oil 
reserves, 


Sheik Abduliah al Salim, the: 
present ruler, is perhaps the 
world’s richest man. Some statis- 
tician in Britain figured: out that 
his income was more per hour 
than that of the British prime 
minister per year. 

But, unlike 
Saudi Arabia, Iran, Jordan and, 
even Egypt, he is a benevolent, 
paternalistic man who has been 
sensible enough to plow back 
much of the oil earnings into the 
standard of living of his people. 

This has made tiny Kuwait the 
one Middle Eastern country with 
a relatively high standard of liv- 
ing. Not only is there adequate 
medical service, including the 
best of hospitals, but it is all 
free. The health and medical 


care is so far superior to that|y 


in -any other Middle Eastern 

country as to beggar comparison. 

It costs the citizen of Kuwait 

nothing at all. Many doctors from 

Western countries practice there 

and are in the hire of the govern- | 
ment. 


Sheik Abdullah has lavished 
millions on the whole gamut of 
social services. He is an absolute 
monarch with complete socialism, 
a paradox which does not extend 
itself to include political liberty. 
But, paternalistic it is, and it 
will be a test to see if political 
ambitions will overthrow such a 
government. 


Free Education 


There is free education from 
elementary grades through col- 
lege. The major technological 
school is elaborate. It is large 
enough to school hundreds, and is 
attended by less than 100. Not 
many Kuwait youths are ag yet 
qualified for entrance. 


And, it is, of course, all free 
. . . the food, books and instruc- 
tion.

“I could have laid them blocks but I was afraid af 
making a botched job by myself and they wouldn't approve it.
